Paper Making 


Chinese Were The First To Discover 
A Practical Method 


Farm woodlots contribute their 
quota of the pulp for the manufac 
ture of newsprint. In Canada the 
manufacture of paper began early in 
the last century, the first mill being 
installed at St. Andrews. near La 
chute, in Lower Canada in 1803.) The 


Chinese were the first to discover a 
practical method of paper making by 
the weaving cf fibres. The Arabs of 
Samarkand acquired the art from the 
Chinese and were followed by the 
Persians, The Moors introduced paper 
making into Europe in the 12th cen- 
tury through Spain, as they did agri 
culture after that art had lost 
and forgotten during the dark ages 
From Spain, paper making spread to 
Italy, France, the Netherlands and 
Germany. It was begun in Englind 
in 1492 but apparently died until re 
introduced 100 years later. However, 
it did not become firmly established 
until the end of the 17th century
